Jacksonville, 
Fla., Oct. 12.—The 


storm which devastated Keywent and 
the southern peninsula ot Florida last 
night, has swept out Into the Atlantic 
ocean today, according to the local 
weather bureau 
and 
Is headed 
In 


northeasterly 
direction. 
North 
of 


Miami the Florida coast escaped. 


Reports hero Indicato little damage 


except to property on the east coast. 
From Miami come reports of great 
property IOSK with damage to shipping. 
Koywest seems to have been the great- 
est sufferer. 
The advices from 
the 


weather bureau In the stricken city to 
Observer Mitchell, at Jacksonville, to- 
day said that the storm was at Its 
worst at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
It gradually subsided after that hour. 
The property loss IB variously esti- 
mated at from $500,000 to $2,000,000. 
At 9 o'clock the rainfall totalled the 
almost unprecedented figure ot nine 
Inches and was still falling. 
The 


barometer, however, was rising, which 
was considered a favorable Indication. 


Telegraph and telephone companies 


report little Interruption except at lo- 
cal points on the east coast. 


That there was not greater loss of 


life and more destruction of property 
is due to the prompt warnings of the 
weather bureau. As early as Sunday 
morning the hurricane signals were 
displayed, and the observers on coast 
points sent out motor boats to -warn 
the 
Inhabitants along the exposed 


country. 
On the Florida east coast 


railway, known as the "Seagoing Rail- 
road" the engineers were warned by 
wire.

Washington, Oct. 12.—Secretary of 


State Knox early this afternoon In- 
formed Charles 
R. 
Crane, minister

cept his resignation. Mr. Crane had 
already advised the secretary that he 
was prepared to -resign if the recent 
developments had made his further 
service in that position embarrassing 
to the department. Mr. Knox has ad- 
vised President Taft of his 'action. 


Should Mr. Crane decide to accede 


to the secretary's suggestion, which it 
is taken for granted he will do prompt- 
ly, his resignation will in the nature 
of the case be addressed, not to the 
state department, but to the president, 
who appointed him. It was said at 
the state department that Mr. Knox 
would return this afternoon to his 
home at Valley Forge. 


Mr. Crane, when seen at his hotel 


this .afternoon saiil he had received a. 
formal letter from Secretary Knox re- 
questing him to tender'his resignation 


• as minister to China.- Mr. Crane ex- 
plained that he had not seen the state - 


the

In the city whole blocks of frame 


structures were razed, brick houses 
also fell before the 
gale, while the 


great tobacco 
factories 
and ware- 


houses suffered considerably. It will 
probably be several weeks before they 
will be able to resume operations. 


The city jail is filled to 'overflowing 


with vandals captured by the militia 
and police during- the night. 
Thieves 


began operations as soon as the fury 
of the storm had abated, the wrecking 
of the 
electric 
light 
plant having 


plunged the city in darkness. 
The 


mayor 
immediately 
took 
stringent 


measures to cope with the situation 
and proclaimed martial law. The Key 
West guards were called out and pa- 
trolled the streets during the night. 
The United States government has 
also been called on for assistance in 
the storm swept territory- 
Hundreds 


are homeless today and are being 
cared for in church buildings and oth- 
er roomy structures which escaped the 
fury of the storm. Rations are being 
distributed by the city authorities and 
it is expected help will arrive during 
the day from the state.

Ross quar- 
reled with Conductor Linder about the 
Injustice of the 
extra charge and 


threatened to prosecute the company. 
JAt the home of the patient Ross is 
(said to have made threats about what 
flie would do on the return trip. 


Ross was not charged the extra Tare 


by Conductor Linder on the re'turn be- 
ause the passenger hud boarded the 


• at a place where a ticket could not 


'be obtained, but the quarrel was re- 
newed 
nevertheless. 
The 
defence 


maintains that the quarrel started be- 
cause the conductor refused to give 
.Ross a cash fare receipt. The truth 
'«111 Vi:'«?Iy bo brought out in the testi- 


mony. -After a scuffle, Ross was eject- 
ed at .Holt's crossing by Conductor 
Binder, Sub-Conductor Dudley, Motor- 
rnan Quick and a.lineman—E. E. Lind- 
say. There Is a disagreement on the 
point as to whether Linder left tho 
car. .Ross opened fire immediately 
on his ejection, with a 32-calibre Har- 
rington & Richardson revolver and 
fired three bullets. 
The third bullet 


passed through Linder's heart, causing 
death in five minutes. 


I Conductor Linder was formerly an 
employe on the Toledo & Chicago !n- 
terurban, running out of Fort Wayne, 
and was one of the strikers when the 
men left the 'company last summer.
